Toney has not mo much nat-
urnl abllity am he had n few years ago, but
I8 n greater pitcher, and the same In true
of Harry Harper, Griffith’s sensational
young southpaw.

Harper was only & blg, loose-Jointed
youngster when Grifith picked him, but he
hnd the most wonderful natural ability of
any youngster who has broken into the
major lengues in five years. It avalled
him lttle, however, na he could not coftrol
It, Last season CriMth sent Harper to
Minneapolls, where the veteran Bl Sul-
llvan found & way to make Harpor out
down the break on hls fast ball and curve.
The result was that Harper gained control,
and whila he Is still a trifle unsteady, he
s one aof the most promising young pitohers
In the country todany.

Beehs Is following In Toney's footsteps,
though It took him a longer tlme to con-
vince & major league manager that he s a
better pitcher today than he was 10 years
ago.
